The  Columbia  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  Margaret  Sails,  at  9:50  P.M. 

Article  1.  Mary  Lou  Placy  moved  that  ballots  for  the  election 
of  School  District  Officers  be  brought  in.  The  motion  was  second- 
ed by  Fred  Gendreau,  passed  in  the  affirmative  and  the  following 
results  were  read  by  the  Moderator:

School  Auditors  Patty  Hart  and  Helen  Dion 

Article  2.  Motion  was  made  by  LaVerna  Haynes  to  accept  the 
reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  Officers  chosen  of  the 
Columbia  School  District.  Lucille  Lalande  seconded  the  motion 
which  passed. 

Article  3.  Edward  Poulin  made  the  motion  that  the  School 
Board  be  authorized  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on 
behalf  of  the  District,  any  or  all  grants  for  educational  purposes 
which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  and/or  the  United  States.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Patty  Hart,  and  the  vote  taken  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  4.  Fred  Gendreau  made  the  motion  that  the  District 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $314,989.00  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  School  District  Officials 
and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of 
the  District.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Edward  Poulin.  The 
Moderator  called  for  discussion  on  the  article.  Mary  Lou  Placy 
reported  we  would  be  receiving  Foundation  Aid  next  year,  also 
handicapped  aid  for  a  special  education  student  attending  school 
in  Rutland,  Massachusetts.  Edward  Poulin  went  on  record  as  being 
opposed  to  expenditures  for  certain  very  costly  special  education 
programs  required  by  the  courts  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 
A  vote  was  called  for  and  the  $314,989.00  appropriation  was 
unanimously  approved. 
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Article  5.  Fred  Foss  presented  a  resolution  that  the  School 
Board  and  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  7  study  the  feasibility 
of  a  four  day  school  week  and  its  possible  economic  and  educa- 
tional advantages.  Referring  to  such  a  situation  in  Deerfield,  Mary 
Lou  Placy  seconded  the  resolution.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Finley  MacDonald  presented  a  resolution  calling  for  a  study  of 
a  possible  change  from  an  Area  School  District  to  a  Co-operative 
School  District  with  the  intent  of  providing  Columbia  with  a 
greater  voice  in  the  operation  of  the  Colebrook  School  system. 
Edward  Poulin  seconded  the  resolution.  The  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

There  being  no  further  business,  Mary  Lou  Placy  moved  to 
adjourn.  Edward  Poulin  seconded  the  motion  and  the  meeting 
was  adjourned  at  10:08  P.M.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Across  the  United  States  there  is  escalating  awareness  that 
educational  systems  are  facing  severe  problems  in  trying  to  meet 
the  needs  and  demands  of  the  nation  in  our  rapidly  changing  and 
growing  technological  society.  The  current  and  anticipated  short- 
ages of  a  labor  force  adequately  prepared  to  take  on  the  tasks 
needed  for  the  development  of  our  economy,  culture  and  security 
are  rightly  being  called  a  crisis  by  leaders  in  the  fields  of  education, 
business,  industry  and  government. 

As  the  total  number  of  18  and  19  year  olds  in  our  population 
continues  to  decrease  into  the  1990's,  the  percentage  of  high 
school  graduates  entering  preprofessional  and  college  level  courses 
in  humanities,  science  and  engineering  must  be  increased  to  meet 
manpower  needs  and  to  address  the  problems  of  a  rapidly  chang- 
ing world. 

Already  the  nation  is  faced  with  a  decline  of  talented  students 
considering  or  entering  the  field  of  teaching  on  any  level  or  sector 
be  it  private,  public  or  post-secondary.  Such  a  severe  shortage  of 
qualified  science  and  mathematics  teachers  exists  today  that  the 
problem  is  presently  being  addressed  by  industry,  education  and 
government  on  a  national  level.  All  are  in  agreement  that  incen- 
tives must  be  provided  for  high  aptitude  and  motivated  students 
to  encourage  them  to  pursue  professional  and  scientific  studies 
and  that  computerized  instruction  in  all  aspects  of  education  can 
no  longer  be  regarded  as  an  innovative  practice  or  technique  but  as 
a  necessity  in  a  rapidly  growing  technological  society.  In  addition, 
incentives  must  also  be  provided  for  those  presently  in  the  teach- 
ing fields  to  reduce  the  exodus  into  private  industry. 

Although  an  awareness  of  the  pending  crisis  exists,  solutions 
to  the  problems  are  not  as  readily  evident.  Providing  quality  edu- 
cation programs  with  limited  financial  resources  is  as  difficult  and 
challenging  today,  if  not  more  so,  as  it  was  during  the  time  after 
the  launching  of  Sputnik.  The  continuing  loss  and  reduction  of 
federal  and  state  monies  coupled  with  a  matching  increase  in 
mandated  programs  for  specialized  support  services  for  handi- 
capped students  and  adults  is  approaching  and  may  shortly  ex- 
ceed the  ability  of  local  school  districts  to  support  all  educational 
programs  in  its  public  schools.  Adding  to  the  problem  of  dwind- 
ling financial  resources  is  the  recent  announcement  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  that  it  will  be  reducing  by  4  percent  all 
aid  monies  presently  being  paid  or  owed  to  local  school  districts. 
The  effect  that  this  will  have  on  existing  local  budgets  that  reflect- 
ed this  anticipated  and  assured  revenue  will  be  realized  shortly. 
Of  encouragement  is  the  statement  made  by  President  Reagan  in 
his  recent  State  of  the  Union  message  in  recognition  of  the  crisis 
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in  meeting  technological  change  and  the  financial  support  that  is 
to  be  rendered  to  state  and  local  school  districts  in  the  fornn  of 
Block  Grant  monies. 

Perhaps  no  greater  dilemma  is  faced  by  school  board  members 
developing  and  presenting  budgets  and  by  taxpayers  who  must 
support  public  education  than  the  issue  of  what  must  legally  be 
provided  in  the  education  program  and  what  should  be  provided 
to  assure  that  all  students  achieve  their  educational  goals  based  on 
individual  ability,  all  within  limited  financial  resources  available. 
The  average  cost  to  educate  a  student  attending  12  years  of  public 
school  varies  in  the  United  States  from  $15,000  to  $25,200.  The 
average  cost  of  providing  support  services  for  exceptionally  handi- 
capped students  over  an  18-year  period  varies  nationally  from 
$62,000  to  $216,000.  Programs  for  exceptionally  gifted  and 
talented  students  vary  in  cost  nationally  from  $40,000  to  $1 20,000 
over  a  10-year  period.  The  dilemma  must  be  met  and  resolved 
if  we  are  to  provide  a  meaningful  and  realistic  public  education 
program  for  all  students.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


Health  has  a  direct  relationship  to  a  person's  quality  of  life. 
The  World  Health  Organization  asserted  that  "health  is  a  state  of 
complete  physical,  mental  and  social  well  being  and  not  merely 
the  absence  of  disease  or  infirmity."  Therefore,  the  main  objec- 
tives of  our  school  health  program  are  to  develop  a  pattern  of 
health  care  for  the  children  that  includes  prevention,  maintenance, 
detection  and  referral.  Our  program  strives  to  help  reduce  suscep- 
tibility to  disease,  to  enable  students  to  make  decisions  about 
health  and  to  increase  their  abilities  to  perform  as  assertive 
individuals. 

Dr.  Marjorie  Parsons  again  provided  her  professional  medical 
advice  as  our  school  physician.  Mrs.  Mary  Sasser,  our  family  nurse 
practitioner,  assisted  her. 

This  year  the  following  services  were  provided  through  the 
combined  efforts  of  our  health  team: 

1.  Height,  weight  and  dental  checks 

2.  Hearing  and  vision  testing 

3.  Thorough  physical  examinations  for  grades  4,  8  and  1 1  and 
new  students  as  well  as  all  students  participating  in  athletics. 
This  includes  blood  pressure  checks  and  urine  testing  for  sug- 
ar. 

4.  Tuberculin  testing  in  grade  1 1  and  as  needed  for  students 

5.  Immunization  clinics  to  maintain  a  high  level  of  protection 
for  students  as  required  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 

6.  Scoliosis  (curvature  of  the  spine)  screening  for  students  in 
grades  5,  6  and  7 

7.  First  Aid  and  emergency  care 

8.  Phone  and  letter  contacts  for  follow-ups  on  health  care  and 
health  care  problems. 

9.  Home  visits 

10.  Encouragement  and  aid  in  promoting  good  mental  health 

1 1.  Health  instruction,  counseling  and  supervision  of  general 
health 

New  services  provided  were  as  follows: 

1 .  Acquisition  of  equipment  through  an  EMS  Federal  Grant  for 
the  purpose  of  teaching  First  Aid  Classes  and  CPR  in  the  high 
school. 

2.  The  SNAP  (School  Nurse  Achievement  Program)  was  made 
available  to  N.  H.  nurses  for  the  purposes  of  increasing  and 
ijfjdating  the  school  nurses'  knowledge  and  skills  in  dealing 
with  thf;  hdn<\\r.au\)(i(i  child.  Classes  were  held  in  August, 
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September  and  October  and  were  attended  by  both  the  Cole- 
brook  and  Pittsburg  nurses. 
3.      A  weight  reduction  group  was  piloted  in  the  Junior  High  for 
those  students  desiring  to  lose  weight.  There  were  23  partici- 
pants. George  Trask,  Director  of  Physical  Education,  and  Cyn- 
thia Mills,  Director  of  Hot  Lunch,  assisted. 

The  N.  H.  Division  of  Public  Health  again  sponsored  a  pre- 
school hearing  and  vision  clinic  in  mid-May  for  the  early  detection 
of  visual/hearing  problems. 

The  Sight  Conservation  Program  provided  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  is  still  in  operation.  They  helped  students  receive  vision 
examinations  and  glasses  where  financial  assistance  was  needed. 

The  services  of  the  Bureau  of  Handicapped  Children  are  still 
available  for  all  eligible  handicapped  children. 

The  N.  H.  Bureau  of  Dental  Health's  program  for  Dental 
Disease  Prevention  was  again  provided  for  grades  1-5.  The  purpose 
of  this  program  is  to  develop  good  oral  hygiene  habits  and  thereby 
reduce  dental  disease. 

The  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center  was  available  to  our 
area  with  a  mobile  unit  for  evaluation  of  those  students  who 
failed  the  hearing  screening  at  school. 

A  speech  therapist  and  a  psychologist  were  available  to  the 
schools  through  North  Country  Education  Services. 

As  a  reminder,  the  State  Department  of  Education  requires 
each  child  entering  our  school  system  to  meet  the  following 
requirements: 

1.  Physical  Examination 

2.  Complete  Diphtheria,  Pertussis  and  Tetanus  Vaccine  Series 

3.  Complete  Polio  Vaccine  Series 

4.  Rubella  Vaccine  (German  Measles) 

5.  Rubeola  Vaccine  (Measles) 

6.  Mumps  Vaccine. 

Pre-school  clinics  are  available  in  this  area  to  meet  the  above 
requirements.  For  information  and/or  clinic  dates,  call  the  Home 
Health  Agency  at  237-8083. 
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All  of  the  programs  are  planned  to  maintain  the  highest  of 
health  standards.  As  always,  they  greatly  depend  upon  the  support 
and  interest  of  all  parents.  Parental  concern  and  cooperation  are 
appreciated  and  always  encouraged.

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GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR'S  REPORT 


The  1981-82  school  year  experienced  significant  changes  in 
guidance  services  over  previous  years.  For  the  first  time,  the  Cole- 
brook  School  District  had  its  own  full-time  guidance  counselor. 
Although  much  of  the  year  was  devoted  to  learning  new  faces  and 
policies,  there  was  significant  progress  made  in  guidance  services. 
The  guidance  department  serviced  approximately  250  high  school 
students  and  over  400  elementary  students.  Although  the  majori- 
ty of  time  was  spent  with  high  school  students,  one-half  day  each 
week  was  devoted  to  the  elementary  school  in  addition  to  aca- 
demic counseling  for  all  eighth  grade  students  during  their  transi- 
tion to  high  school.  In  addition  to  the  above  personal  contacts, 
standardized  testing  was  also  completed.  Intelligence  testing, 
which  had  not  recently  been  completed,  was  reinstituted  to  the 
sixth  grade  and  plans  made  for  reintroducing  it  to  the  second 
grade  for  the  coming  year.  Standardized  achievement  testing  was 
also  changed  somewhat.  Rather  than  alternating  tests,  it  was  de- 
cided to  stay  with  one  series.  It  was  felt  that  this  would  lead  to 
more  valid  comparisons  and  would  also  cut  costs  by  reducing  the 
amount  of  testing  materials.  As  usual,  Colebrook  Elementary 
tested  out  above  the  national  average  overall. 

For  those  who  question  the  value  of  the  testing  process,  I 
would  like  to  say  that  no  single  test  gives  us  very  much  informa- 
tion. Only  by  comparing  testing  for  a  number  of  years,  by  com- 
paring different  types  of  tests,  by  teachers'  evaluations  and  pa- 
rental conferences  can  we  find  a  relatively  accurate  profile  of 
each  child.  The  more  that  we  learn  about  each  individual,  the 
more  we  can  help.  It  is  my  personal  feeling  that  more  guidance 
services  are  needed  in  the  elementary  school  —  a  thought  for  the 
future. 

The  majority  of  guidance  services  were  provided  to  the  high 
school  students.  Of  special  interest  were  the  seniors.  My  aim  was 
to  insure  that  upon  graduation  each  individual  would  attend  fur- 
ther education,  have  a  job  or  be  serving  his/her  country  in  the 
military  services.  To  this  end,  each  senior  was  met  with  for  ex- 
tensive discussions.  Seniors  were  given  the  opportunity  to  attend 
a  college  fair,  many  school  representatives  were  brought  to  the 
Academy  and  recruiters  from  the  four  branches  of  the  service 
were  asked  to  speak  with  interested  students.  In  January  a  finan- 
cial aid  workshop  was  held  for  parents  whose  children  would  be 
going  to  college.  Intermittent  follow-up  surveys  indicated  that 
many  of  the  students  obtained  substantial  aid  in  paying  college 
costs  which  can  be  attributed,  in  part,  to  the  timely  submission 
and  accuracy  of  forms  completed  by  the  parents. 
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Testing  for  the  1981-82  year  consisted  of  Preliminary  Scholas- 
tic Aptitude  Testing  for  sophomores  and  juniors,  selected  Scho- 
lastic Aptitude  and  Achievement  Testing  for  juniors  and  seniors 
and  Achievement  Testing  for  all  students  in  grades  nine  through 
eleven.  In  May,  a  special  request  was  made  to  the  Psychological 
Corporation  to  have  Colebrook  Academy  included  in  a  research 
project  for  the  Department  of  Defense.  Approval  followed  which 
will  allow  Colebrook  seniors  in  1982-83  to  be  tested  with  the 
Differential  Aptitude  Test  and  Career  Planning  Program  at  no 
cost  to  the  local  school  district.  Materials  from  this  project  will 
be  retained  by  the  Colebrook  School  District  thus  enabling  us  to 
complete  such  testing  in  the  future  at  greatly  reduced  costs.  Also, 
in  May  a  grant  proposal  was  written  for  federal  money  to  help 
upgrade  career  education.  Five  thousand  dollars  was  awarded  for 
expenditure  in  1982-83. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  countless  hours  were  spent  dealing 
with  academic  and  personal  problems  presented  by  a  wide  array 
of  students. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  people 
who  helped  make  my  first  year  at  Colebrook  Academy  a  reward- 
ing experience:  Mr.  Dehl,  members  of  the  Colebrook  School 
Board  and  especially  Robert  Mills,  whose  help  was  invaluable 
during  this  initial  year.
